Boulder Dam May 
Become ‘Hoover’ 
Despite New Deal 
Republicans Gel Chance 
to Right Monumental 
Wrong Ordered by 
H. L. Ickes 
Washington, March 6 
UP)— 
House Republicans get 
their 
chance today to set up a monu­ 
ment to the last G.O.P. president 
—Herbert Hoover—and at the 
same time “right a great wrong.’' 
Alter 14 years, they were ready 
to designate mammoth Boulder 
Dam on the Colorida river Hoover 
Dam once more. 
Senate approval and President 
Truman's signature still will be 
required. 
Okayed only Tuesday by the 
House Public Lands Committee, 
the name-fchanging resolution won 
a quick place on the chamber’s 
calendar tor a vote today. 
To many Republican members 
the afction brought an opportunity 
they have been waiting for since 
1933. 
That was the year Harold L. 
Ickes, President Roosevelt's secre­ 
tary of the interior, discarded the 
Hoover label and announced that 
thereafter the dam would be given 
its “original and proper” name, 
Boulder Dam. 
Witnesses before the public 
lands group noted that Congress 
nevetr had got around to naming 
the dam formally. Since its con­ 


ception, the title has depended 
upon the wishes of the current 
secretary of the interior. 
During congressional debates on 
the Boulder Canyon Project Act 
in the 1920’s, the dam generally 
was referred to as Boulder or 
Boulder Canyon Dam. 
Hoover Was Instrumental 
As secretary of commerce dur­ 
ing that period, Herbert Hoover 
had been instrumental in putting 
through the Colorado river com­ 
pact which cleared the way for 
the dam’s construction. 
Hoover entered the White House 
in 1929 and the next year his 
secretary of the interior Ray Ly­ 
man Wilbur, announced that the 
structure would bear the Presi­ 
dent's name. 
Rep. Jack Z. Anderson (R.- 
Calif.), sponsor of the name- 
changing resolution, told the 
House committee the project as 
referred to as Hoover Dam in five 
appropriation bills. That, he con­ 
tended, tended to give legality to 
the title. 
Anderson quoted the late Rep. 
Edward Taylor (D.- Colo), chair­ 
man of the House Appropriations 
Committee in 1930, as remarking 
that he had “gladly” written the 
designation into a bill, and that 
the dam would be a monument to 
Hoover “for centuries.” 
It remained a monument in that 
sense only three years, however, 
when Ickes issued his order. 
“A small act of a very small 
man,” Anderson asserted to the 
committee, adding that his bill 
would “right a great wrong.” 
. Several Democrats on the Pub­ 
lic Lands Committee opposed An­ 
derson's resolution on the; grounds 
that the name Boulder Dam has 
become fixed through 14 years of 
usage.

“double day shifts" to ease the 
burden on fuebshort power sta­ 
tions by spreading the load.

Berlin, March 6 OP)—Most vet­ 
eran officials in this four-power 
capital 
are 
extremely 
gloomy 
about the prospect of getting any 
constructive program for Germany 
out of the Moscow Foreign Min­ 
isters’ Conference. 
Eighteen months of wrangling 
has turned the Allied Control 
Council to a “no decision” debat­ 
ing society. 
Authoritative 
sources 
report 
that the 750-page Allied Council 
“report” to the Foreign Ministers’ 
Conference contains no indication 
of a compromise on any major 
issue. 
Talk in Washington, Moscow, 
London or Paris of compromises 
has not been reflected by acts in 
Germany, where zonal gulfs have 
steadily widened, accompanied by 
a 
violent 
Russian 
propaganda 
campaign 
against 
the 
western 
powers. 
Briefly, the position of the pow­ 
ers in Germany can be summed up 
as follows: 
Russia—want» political unifica­ 
tion under Russia’s definition 
of 
“democratic 
processes.” 
W ants 
economic unification if this means 
Russia 
would 
get 
reparations 
from the western zones without 
interfering with her own repara­ 
tions program in her zone. 
Britain—favors central political 
administration, 
but 
with, safe­ 
guards for political parties. 
Not 
so strong for federalized 
states 
as the 
Americans. 
Determined 
Germany must pay her own way 
before reparations are taken out, 
and will probably ask for an in­ 
creased level of industry. 
Favors C entral Governm ent 
United States—favors a central 
government, but one curbed by a 
strong federal state system. 
Be­ 
lieves 
political 
unification 
can 
come only with economic unity. 
Determined Germany must be re­ 
built to pay her own way, 
and 
that reparations must come sec­ 
ond to an im portant export pro­ 
gram aimed a t self-sufficiency. 
France—opposes a central poli­ 
tical government unless under di­ 
rect four-power supervision. Fav­ 
ors a system of loosely federaliz­ 
ed German states with 
strong 
local powers. Opposes a high in- 
dustral level, wants factories re­ 
moved to neighboring 
countries 
with Germany supplying the coal 
to run them, and wants an Inter­ 


nationalized Ruhr coupled 
with 
considerable boundary amputation. 
Reports in Paris and Washing­ 
ton that France and Russia will 
combine at Moscow against B rit­ 
ain and America are difficult to 
substantiate since they are almost 
exact 
opposites regarding Ger­ 
many. 
Although the allies have failed 
to reach agreements on denazi­ 
fication, centralization, democrati­ 
zation and demilitarization, the 
key dispute is jconomic. It goes 
back to the economic conceptions 
of each of the four powers. 
Ties Them Together 
Russia ties economics and poli­ 
tics together in state-owned en­ 
terprises. The United States be­ 
lieves in capitalistic free enter­ 
prise and separation of economic 
and political life. Socialistic B rit­ 
ain sees advantage in a socialized 
Germany. France, overrun twice 
in this century by Germans, puts 
security above all and believes 
Germany should be de-industrial- 
ized. 
Despite these opposing views, 
there is a key in Germany which 
could start a settlem ent in this 
field, and that is “reparations.” 
Russia has clearly indicated that 
reparations are her number one 
interest. Whenever it comes to a 
question of getting increased rep­ 
arations and making enemies in 
Germany or giving up reparations 
in an effort to woo Germany to 
the Communist cause, Moscow al­ 
ways takes the reparations, some­ 
times much to the embarrassment 
of its representatives here. 
Russia’s driving need for goods 
has outweighed all her other poli­ 
cies in Germany so far and un­ 
doubtedly will continue to do so. 
When the w ar ended, the Rus­ 
sia zone w a^ the only one of the 
four in Germany that could be 
made self-sufficient. 
The Russians started moving 
factories to Russia. This did not 
work, go they kept the factories 
in Germany and took reparations 
from 
production, using German 
labor. 
The Russian reparations policy 
within the Soviet Zone ran for a 
year or more on current stocks. 
Then the Russians began to need 
steel and other goods, so they 
beat the drums for economic unity 
and demanded that the zones be 
united as specified at Potsdam — 
but on Russian term s—and prob­ 
ably will press for it at Moscow. 
Some American and British offi­ 
cials express fear that, in an ef­ 
fort to achieve “quick results,” 
their countries may make dis­ 
astrous concessions at Moscow. 
“This is no time for quick de­ 
cisions,” one official said. “We in 
the west, through 
our 
bizonal 
merger, can see light ahead for 
the first time.”

Miami, Fla., March 6 (JP)—Jose 
Iturbi, the pianist, gave his recital 
here last night—hut without a to­ 
mato accompaniment. 
A barrage of tomatoes—“good 
and rottén”—had been promised 
the noted concert player by Mrs.

York Socialite who expressed an­ 
noyance at Iturbi’s failure to at­ 
tend a dinner in his honor Tues­ 
day night at Miami Beach. 
Illness, Iturbi said, kept him 
from the dinner, at which Mrs. 
Auguste was to have been one of 
the hostesses. 
Mrs. Auguste, wife of a New 
York banker, told the pianist’s sis­ 
ter, A m paro-Iturbi, that if they 
sought to stage the concert, she 
would “bust it up.” 
The concert, however, went off 
peacefully. 
Mrs. Auguste, who said she had 
a ticket to a seat in the third row, 
danced and dined instead at a 
night club several miles away.

House committee the project as 
referred to as Hoover Dam in five 
appropriation bills. That, he con- 
tended, tended to give legality to 
the title. 


Anderson quoted the late Rep. 


Edward Taylor (D.- Colo), chair- 
man of the House Appropriations 
Committee in 1930, us remarking 
that he had "gladly" written the 
designation into a bill, and that 
the dam would be a monument to 
Hoover "for centuries." 


It remained a monument in that 


sense only three years, however, 
when Ickes issued his order.

committee, adding that his bill 
would "right a great wrong." 
. Several Democrats on the Pub- 
lic Lands Committee opposed An- 
derson's resolution on the, grounds 
that the name Boulder Dam has 
become fixed through 14 years of 
usage.

The $l,300-a-room apartment house of 
1942 now costs about $2,200 a room and the 
$5,000 house of 1939 about $9,400, according 
to an eastern real estate operator. Construe* 
tion wages are up. Building material costs 
have increased tremendously since 1939, in­ 
cluding brick, up 96 per cent; oak flooring 
120 per cent; lumber 150 per cent; plaster 58 
per cent and so on.

THE STRUGGLE FOR SURVIVAL 
The American delegation to the Moscow Con­ 
ference will deal not so much with Germany and 
Austria as with the survival of our world. Should 
we fail at Moscow, it will be because of compro­ 
mises and appeasements which may be arranged 
to give the impression of success. Such a “success” 
will be greater defeat than total inaction. 
Let me explain: The margins outside this to­ 
talitarian world are growing increasingly narrow 
since the defeat of Hitler. It may soon be that 
France and Italy will be forced to accept Russian 
dictation. It may be that civil war in Spain will 
close off the Mediterranean where Greece is still 
a stronghold of our civilization. On the continent 
of Europe, there are still spots of light, but the 
shadow is falling over them. It is as though there 
were an eclipse of the sun; not yet a full and total 
'eclipse, but frightening nonetheless. 
In all this, the United States remains an is­ 
land of Western thought and Western ways of hie. 
Even the economics of Cotnmunism arc at this Tno- 
ment less sinister than the attitude of totalitarian­ 
ism toward Man. 
Our way of life is based upon the theory that 
man, because he was created a human being, is 
possessed of inalienable rights which no •govern­ 
ment, no combination of governments, no laws, no 
constitutions, can morally take from him. We be­ 
lieve that in a conflict between the authority of 
power and moral law, moral law must prevail. 
Therefore, the individual stands higher than the 
State, which can only exist by the consent of the 
majority of the people who have a right to a gov­ 
ernment of their own choosing. We go further: We 
believe that the dissatisfied and frustrated indi­ 
vidual, of his free choice, may express his dis­ 
satisfaction with a government that displeases him 
and he may unhampered leave that country, even 
of his birth, and find some other place to live. 
We acknowledge the inviolability of human 
rights, based upon moral law as expressed in the 
Ten Commandments, the Beatitudes and the struc­ 
ture of free action, within the law, as conceived 
by Western philosophy during some 6,000 years of 
human development. 
It is this that the American delegation to Mos­ 
cow have to fight for rather than boundaries and 
structures of government. They have to seek to re­ 
establish in Europe the rights of Man to live by 
moral law in the wide areas of human activity 
where moral law must prevail if our civilization is 
not to be eradicated. At previous conferences, at 
Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam, our delegations were 
diverted from the main tasks by what they as­ 
sumed to be the necessities of the moment. Actually,' 
in politics, there are no necessities of the moment, 
for everything that is done, every little act, leaves 
it* permanent mark upon history and influences 
the long-range position. We know today that 
Teheran was a mischievous error and Yalta a 
brutual crime, as we know that the Morgenthau 
Plan adopted at Potsdam was an acknowledgment 
by the United States that we had lost the war, not 
to Germany, of course, but to Soviet Russia. 
The Western world cannot stand the shock of 
another Potsdam. What has been happening to 
Great Britain is partly due to the defeats en­ 
countered by the United States and Great Britain 
at these conferences. Another defeat and the 
United States will begin to feel the effects of a stag 
nant world in which the dead hand of Totalitarian­ 
ism keeps the mind enslaved and obscured, and 
makes the person of man a thing of whatever 
tyranny controls him. 
This is a far cry from the business which usually 
engages the attention of politicians and diplomats; 
nevertheless, it is precisely what they will either 
decide upon or evade. And the future of hundreds 
of millions for many generations will be controlled 
by these decisions or lack of decisions. Perhaps 
that is why this particular conference is being held 
in Moscow, which, as of today, dominates the affairs 
of men. The ostriches who refuse to face that 
historic fact undermine the concepts of life which 
they pretend to regard as important to them. 
They arc like the drunk who never knows when 
h£ has had too much.

INFECTED SINUS 
During the flu epidemic of 1918 and 1919 we 
had in our base hospital hundreds of cases where 
the influenza organisms either started sinus infec­ 
tion or lighted up an old sinus infection. In many 
case* the infection traveled to the middle ear and 
from the middle ear to the spongy bone behind the 
ear (mastoid) causing mastoiditis, which meant the 
removal of much of the mastoid bone containing 
pus.We are all aware of the large number of indi­ 
viduals who suffer with sinusitis (inflammation of 
one or more of the sinuses, three on each side of 
face adjoining the nose.) We know that many of 
these cases require operation to enable thick mu­ 
cous or pus to drain out of the sinuses. What we do 
not know is lhat just as infected teeth, tonsils, gums 
and gall bUmder can cause diseases of heart, blood­ 
vessels, kianeys and organs, so also can an infected 
sinus, yet few if any patients suspect the infected 
sinus and unfortunately also .many physicians. 
In Southern Medical Journal, Dr. M. M. Cullom, 
Professor, Ear, Nose and Throat, Vanderbilt Uni­ 
versity, Tenn., points out that inability of the sinus 
to empty itself, or have its mucous or pus drain out, 
causes disease in various parts of the body. 
1. At least 91 per cent of infections (with pus) 
in middle ear and mastoid are the result of an in­ 
fection of a sinus nearly always on the same side 
as the infected ear and mastoid. 
2. About 91 per cent of those having scarlet 
fever have also infection of the sinuses. 
3. A large percentage of those so infected are 
left with a chronic sinus infection that tends to last 
throughout life unless recognized and treated. 
4. These chronic ever present infections are a 
menace to the life, health and hearing of those so 
infected and make the victim a carrier who infects 
other* by contact and starts epidemics. 
5. What is thought to be an acute or fresh at­ 
tack of sinus infection is often the lighting up or 
stirring up of a chronic sinus infection. 
Dr. Cullom states futher that sinus infection is 
the cause of many cases of asthma and in his exper­ 
ience in every case that submitted to an operation 
to properly drain the sinus the patient was either 
cured or greatly benefited.

William Green and other profes­ 
sionals of the union movement, in 
their appearances before Congres­ 
sional committees, have made the 
irrelevant and untrue statement 
that there is a hidden purpose by 
some unidentified force to destroy 
our unions by legislation ostensibly 
intended only to place them under 
wise restraints. 
No such intention has been 
avowed or revealed anywhere in 
the hearings or in a decade and 
more of proceedings leading up to 
them. The only purposes that 
have been stated are legitimate. 
They are to dissipate the labor 
monopoly now operated by about 
100 individuals who control key 
unions and have the power to 
blackmail the entire American 
people; to put down racketeering 
by notorious rascals to whom 
Green himself has openly given 
aid and comfort many times; and 
to reduce to reasonable size the 
treasuries that unions may amass, 
and forbid the use of this enor­ 
mous money-povVer to swing elec­ 
tions. 
On this last point be it re­ 
membered that such use of monéy 
by soulless corporations has been 
wisely forbidden by law, but that 
in the last two years two eminent 
unioneers, Whitney, of the Rail­ 
road Trainmen, and Tobin, of the 
Teamsters, announced their inten­ 
tions to spend enormously to 
achieve results in public elections. 
If United States Steel or the 
Pennsylvania Railroad had made 
similar announcements the execu­ 
tives would have been hauled be­ 
fore Federal grand juries in no 
time. 
Dissenting 
stockholders 
could have gone into court to re­ 
strain them from spending * their 
money for political objectives con­ 
trary to their own. 
The individual member of these 
two qnd other great unions enjoys 
fewer rights and powers under 
law than the individual holder of 
a single share of stock in a large 
corporation. The stockholder can 
sell out and go his way. If the 
worker quits the union he can't 
work. The claim of the boss 
unioneers that “Democracy” pre­ 
vails in their councils is true, but 
that is merely another condemna­ 
tion of democracy. By a process 


of years this system has placed 
autocratic powers in the hands of 
the high executives. If we unwind 
it back through the resolutions 
adopted along the line we find that 
in most cases this power is tech­ 
nically justified by the uniformed 
and careless votes of momentary 
majorities in odd meetings. As of 
now it mounts up to autocracy, 
with the rank and file denied even 
recourse to the public courts. 
It is important, too, that Green, 
Whitney, Tobin and many other 
rulers of vast numbers of Ameri­ 
can workers all have held their 
jobs much longer than Franklin D. 
Roosevelt would have been presi­ 
den of the United States even if 
he had lived to complete his 
fourth term. Having built their 
tight and mighty political ma­ 
chines within their unions, having 
adopted a system of nepotism, 
patronage and pork similar to that 
oí our public politics, they main­ 
tain themselves in oflicc until they 
get too old to care any more, or 
die of old age.

This is altogether a great wick­ 
edness of the American union 
movement and nobody on the un­ 
ion side will assert that this re­ 
view is a false or misleading pre­ 
sentation. Nobody on that side will 
undertake to show that William 
Green or the executive council of 
the A. F. of L. ever has taken the 
initiative against any of the spec­ 
tacular scoundrels who have been 
exposed by these essays over a ten- 
year period, or that Philip Murray, 
the president of the C. I. O., ever 
challenged such conditions when 
he was in a position to do so as an 
executive with the A. F. of L. I 
maintain that, as stewards of the 
rights and interests of the work­ 
ers, they all had a moral duty to 
fight these evils and that they 
were derelict in their failure to do 
so voluntarily and aggressively. 
Now, it being admitted that 
these arc familiar evils inherent in 
the American union movement, we 
may consider that movement de­ 
serves to Jive. I believe it should be 
maintained until, in the course of 
human progress, we evolve some 
natural successor. The union move­ 
ment is not sacred, however, and 
only an ignoramus, oblivious of 
history, would say that it is the 
ultimate and permanent thing. 
Many studious union executives 
understand this to be so and spec­ 
ulate on the form that progress 
will bring in years to come, after 
they are gone. 
If unionism, as it is today, is the 
best that Green and his colleagues 
have to offer, then the American 
people may well consider whether 
it should not be destroyed. These 
men oppose all proposals to im­ 
prove or cure it as sly attempts to 
kill it. I say it should be preserved, 
but in a method and mood of law- 
abiding cooperation with the peo­ 
ple of the country. I contend that 
a system which enables a few men 
to maintain themselves in these 
governing jobs for from 20 to 40 
years, many of them cushioned 
with special privilege and royal if 
not dictatorial powers, is contrary 
to our political nature and bad for 
the unions themselves. To the ar­ 
gument that they become more 
valuable with experience I reply 
that if they were hired executives, 
removable for cause, that theory 
would bo good. But they aren’t 
hired. They are elected and re­ 
elected and more often than not 
by a political process that the na­ 
tion itself has now rejected after 
one alarming experience. 
The most effective or promising 
proposal that I have hoard so far 
is to repeal the immunities which 
permit unions to violate the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law. Other acts 
would be necessary, of course, to 
break up the internal political ma­ 
chines within the unions.

Most Recent Poll Gives Both Parties Reason to Do Some 
Introspective Thinking 
..................

Washington, March 6—The lat­ 
est Gallup poll affords an oppor­ 
tunity for both Republicans and 
Democrats to do a bit of self- 
examination. For it shows that 
the Democrats, if the presidential 
election were held today, would 
get 51 per cent of the vote and 
the Republicans 49. 
This shift from last November, 
when the percentage was 45 
Democrats and 55 Republican, is 
somewhat of a surprise to the 
Republicans, but it is even more 
surprising when it is noted that 
the climb upward occurred almost 
entirely before the Republicans 
took control of Congress in Janu­ 
ary.Thus, the Democrats had the 
better of it on a 55-to-45 basis in 
February 1946 and gradually 
slumped downward to the low 
point in November 1946 when they 
had 45 per cent of the vote accord­ 
ing to the poll. Then the Demo­ 
crats regained their strength al­ 
most immediately after the elec­ 
tion and by January had reached 
a 50 per cent figure. Only one 
point nas been added since the 
Republican Congress came into 
being early in January. 
The Democrats may see in this 
gain prior to January confirmation 
of the belief of some of their ex­ 
perts that the November election 
was a negative operation and that 
it was a vote against govern­ 
mental controls and especially 
against restrictions on the sale of 
meat which affected every house­ 
holder. 
It will be recalled that President 
Truman, in the middle of the cam­ 
paign, began lifting controls but 
didn't get them all lifted soon 
enough to turn the tide. He kept 
on removing various controls in 
November and December, and in 
this way corrected the situation 
that was alienating many Domo? 
era tic votes. 
But it is possible also to find 
another potent reason for the rise 
in Democratic strength last De­ 
cember. This was the time of the 
coal strike. President Truman 
handled the situation with a firm 
hand and filed court proceedings 
against John L. Lewis—a step 
that undoubtedly increased Mr. 
Truman's popularity. In fact, 
everything that Mr. Truman has 
done since the election in Novem­ 
ber has seemed to favor the con­ 
servative rather than the radical 
side. This may mean that his gains 
are from the ranks of conserva­ 
tives. Certainly Mr. Truman has 


not been givipg much comfort to 
the “left wingers” either in his 
policies or his appointments. 
The poll is by no means an in­ 
dication of what may happen in 
1948, for, since the Democratic 
party dropped from 55 to 45 
points in the months between 
February and November during 
1946, there can be equally wide 
fluctuations in the 21 months be­ 
tween now and the presidential 
election. 
If there is an economic “reces­ 
sion.” for example, it will most 
certainly hurt the Truman cause. 
This is because the record of Tru­ 
man encouragement to labor 
unions to demand the same pay 
that was paid for regular work 
weeks plus overtime during war­ 
time as compensation for le^s 
working hours in the post-war 
period threw the whole economic 
system into its present imbalance. 
“More pay for less work” is an 
easily understood slogan. The re­ 
volt of the teachers and other 
workers today who are trying to 
meet with their meagre 
fixed in­ 
comes the prices forced by laser 
union leaders in 1945 and 1946 is 
going to be recognized as ore of 
the many effects of our economic 
imbalance. 
The high price level can be 
traced directly to the impetus 
given wage Increases immediately 
after V-J Day by President Tru­ 
man, who urged that prices be 
held down while wages were in­ 
creased. The recession or depres­ 
sion, if it comes in 1947 a> so 
many of the economists are pre­ 
dicting or even early in 1948. wall 
unquestionably lead to a nation­ 
wide debate as to the responsibili­ 
ty for the downward trend. Un­ 
doubtedly there will be some un­ 
employment, too. 
The recession can, of course, be 
avoided. A substantial increase n 
productivity by labor and a will­ 
ingness on the part of labor to 
help write fairness into the labor 
laws would do much toward 
creating a neto spirit of enter­ 
prise in America. It is to every­ 
body’s interest to prevent an 
economic recession and the coun­ 
try is not concerned with what 
faction benefits politically by 
avoidance of an economic upser. 
The Democrats will derive the 
biggest advantage from such a 
contingency, but it remains to be 
seen whether twelve years of 
Democratic rule in the White 
House will of itself bring a de­ 
mand for a change in November, 
1948.

But the U. S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce declared that “employers 
cannot rest easy*' until Congress 
rewrites parts of the law to wipe 
out any questions of its intent. 
The divergent views were pre­ 
pared for Senate and House Labor 
Committees, both of which are 
considering amendments 
to the strikes, precipitated by disputes

Herzog said these amendments 
to the Wagner Act would “put 
each individuaf employe at the 
mercy” of his employer: 
1. Making strikes illegal when 
called “to remedy practices for 
which an administrative remedy 
(appeal to the N.L.R.B.) is avail­ 
able.” Herzog contended this asks 
workers "to drop their guard com­ 
pletely and rely upon the slow 
and frequently uncertain remedies 
provided by the board.”

Herzog, whose job is to help 
administer the Wagner Act, said 
the strike wave might materialize

Calls It ’Settled Policy* 
He said reduction of trade bar­ 
riers is a “settled policy” of this 
government, one of the “corner­ 
stones of our plans for peace,” and 
“a policy from which we cannot— 
and must not—turn aside.” 
“To those among us—and there 
are still a few—who would seek 
to undermine this policy for par­ 
tisan advantage and go back to 
the period of high tariffs and econ­ 
omic isolation,” he continued, “I 
can say only this: 
“Take care! Times have changed. 
Our position in the world has 
changed* The slogans of 1930 or 
of 1896 are sadly out of date. 
Isolationism, after two world wars, 
is a confession of mental and 
moral bankruptcy.” 
As for bi-partisan cooperation, 
he said: 
“Happily, our foreign economic 
K 
olicy does not now rest upon a 
ase of narrow partisanship.. Lead­ 
ers in both parties have expressed 
their fatith in its essential pur­ 
poses. Here, as elsewhere in our 
foreign relations I shall welcome 
a continuation of bi-partisan sup­ 
port. 
“Our people are united. They 
have come to a realization of their 
responsibilities. They are ready to 
assume their role of leadership. 
They are determined upon an in­ 
ternational order in which peace 
and freedom shall endure.” 
Mr. Truman said the pattern 
of international trade most con­ 
ductive to freedom of enterprise 


is one in which the major decisions 
are made not by governments but 
by “private buyers and sellers, 
under conditions of active com­ 
petition, and with proper safe­ 
guards against the establishment 
of monopolies and cartels.” 
He described the opposite pat­ 
tern as one where governments 
make the decisions, with public 
officials dictating the quantity of 
purchases and sales, sources of 
imports and destination of exports. 
“This was the pattern of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth cen­ 
turies,” the President said. “Un­ 
less we act, and act decisively, it 
will be the pattern of the next 
century.” 
Everywhere on earth, he went 
on .nations are under “economic 
pressure,” with a tendency toward 
rigid control of imports. 
“If this trend is not reversed,” 
he said, “the government of the 
United States will be under pres­ 
sure, sooner or later, to use these 
same devices in the fight for mar­ 
kets and for raw materials. And 
if the government were to yield 
to this pressure, it would shortly 
find itself in the business of allo­

THE STBUOGLE FOB SURVIVAL 


-The American delegation to the Moscow Con- 


ference will deal not so much with Germany and 
Austria- as with the survival of our world. Should 
we (ail »t Moscow, it will bo because of compro- 
mises and appeasements which may be arranged 
to give the impression of success. Such a "success" 
will be greater defeat than total inaction. 


Let me explain: The margins outside this to- 


talitarian world are growing increasingly narrow 
since the defeat of Hitler. It may soon be that 
France and Italy will be forced to accept Russian 
dictation. It may be that civil war in Spain will 
close oft the Mediterranean where Greece is still 
.1 stronghold of our civilization 
On the continent 


of Europe, there are still spots of light, but the 
shadow is fulling over them. It is as though there 
were an eclipse of the sun; not yet a full and total 
'eclipse, but frightening nonetheless. 


In all this, the United Slates remains an is- 


land of Western thought and Western ways of life, 
liven the economics of Cohimunism arc at this TOO- 
:ncnt less sinister than the attitude of totalitarian- 
ism toward Man. 


Our way of life is based upon the theory that 


man, because he was created a human being, is 
possessed of inalienable rights which no •govern- 
ment, no combination of governments, no laws, no 
constitutions, can morally take from him. We be- 
lieve that in a conflict between the authority of 
ixjwcr and moral law, moral law must prevail. 
Therefore, the individual stands higher than the 
State, which can only exist by the consent of the 
majority of the people who have a right to a gov- 
crnment of their own choosing. We go further: We 
hclieve that the dissatisfied and frustrated indi-. 
v idual, of his free choice, may express his dis- 
satisfaction with a government that displeases him 
find he may unhampered leave that country, even 
of his birth, and find same'other place to live. 


We acknowledge the inviolability of human 


i ights, based upon moral law as, expressed in the 
Ten Commandments, the Bcalitudcs and the slruc- 
lure of free action, within the Jaw, as conceived 
l>y Western philosophy during some 6,000 years of 
human development. 


It Is this that the American delegation to Mos- 


cow have to flght for rather than boundaries and 
structures of government. They have to seek to re- 
establish in Europe the rights of Man to live by 
moral law in the wide areas of human activity 
where moral law must prevail if our civilization is 
not to be eradicated. At previous conferences, at 
Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam, our delegations were 
diverted from the main tasks by what they as- 
sumed to be the necessities o£ the moment. Actually,' 
in politics, there are no necessities of the moment, 
for everything that is done, every little act, leaves 
Its permanent mark upon history and influences 
the long-range position.. We know today that 
Teheran was a mischievous error and Yalta a 
brutual crime, as we know that the Morgoiithuu 
Plan adopted at.Potsdam was an acknowledgment 
bv Ihc United States that we had lost the war, not 
to Germany, of course, but to Soviet Russia. 


The Western world cannot stand the shock of 
another Potsdam. 
What has been happening to 


Great Britain is partly due to the defeats en- 
countered by-the United States and Great Britain 
ai these 'conferences. 
Another defeat and the 


United States will begin to leel the effects of a stag 
nunt world in which the dead hand of Totalitarian- 
ism keeps the mind enslaved and obscured, and 
makes tho person of man a tiling of whatever 
tjranny controls him. 
•• 


This is a far cry from the business which usually 


engages the attention of politicians nnd diplomats;

INFECTED SINUS 


During the flu epidemic of 19 IS and 1919 we 


had in our base hospital hundreds of cases where 
thr influenza organisms either started sinus infec- 
tion or lighted up an old sinus infection. In many 
catcs the infection traveled to the middle ear and 
from the middle ear to the spongy bone behind the 
cai (mastoid) causing mastoiditis, which meant the 
removal of much of the mastoid bone containing 
put. 


We are all aware of the large number of indi- 


viduals who suffer with sinusitis (inflammation of 
one or more of the sinuses, three on each side of 
fuo! adjoining the nose.) We know that many of 
these cases require operation to enable thick mu- 
cous or pus to drain out of the sinuses. What we do 
not know islhat just as infected teeth, tonsils, gums 
and gall blAlder can cause diseases of heart, blood- 
vesMels, kidneys and organs, so also can an infected 
sinus, yet few if any patients suspect the infected 
sinus and unfortunately also many physicians. 
in Southern Medical Journal, Dr. M. M. Cullom, 


Professor, Ear, Nose and Throat, Vandorbill Uni- 
versity, Tenn., points out that inability of thie sinus 
to empty itself, or have its mucous or pus drain out, 
causes disease in various parts of the body.

infected and make the victim a carrier who infects 
others by contact and starts epidemics. 


5. What is thought to be an acme or fresh at- 


tack of sinus infsction is often tho lighting up or 
stirring up of a chronic sinus infection. 


Vr. Cullom states futher that sinus infection is 
the i ause of many cases of asthma and in his exper- 
ience in every case that submitted to an operation 
to properly drain the sinus the patient was either 
cured or greatly benefited.

way to occupy Germany is to es- 
tablish workable' policies, pull out 
nearly all -our army except train- 
ed inspectors and observers, and 
let the people understand that the 
occupation soldiers will be back 
unless our policies are followed. 


Such a plan would no 
doubt 


have the enthusiastic support of 
the Ger/nan people, would save 
us enormous expense and would 
dpubtlcss create more democarcy 
and good will than is possible by 
an occupying army.

Chicago, March 6 (JP)—A 
new 
germ-killing 
chemical 
agent 
called bacitracin, developed after 
nearly four years of research, was 
reported today to have been used 
successfully in treatm ent of in­ 
fections and so powerful that out 
of 100 patients on whom it 
was 
tried 62 were saved from 
sur­ 
gery. 
Among the infections success­ 
fully treated by bacitracin, said 
the physicians who developed the 
antibiotic, were boils, carbuncles, 
sties and ulcers. 
They 
reported 
results were “so speedy they sur­ 
prised both the patient and the 
physician. Use of the germ-killer 


either obviated surgery or speed­ 
ed recovery After surgery, they 
said. 
Bacitracin, now made up in oint­ 
ment form that melts at 
body 
temperature, was reported in 
an 
article of 
the 
journal 
of 
the 
American Medical Association as 
being effective against many 
of 
the same organisms as penicillin. 
But 30 organisms were resistant 
to penicillin and 
responded 
to 
bacitracin, while six were resis­ 
tant to bacitracin and susceptible 
to 
penicillin. 
Some 
organisms 
were resistant to both. 
The new agent was developed 
from a germ found in the infected 
wound of M argaret Tracy, 7, who 
had suffered a compound leg frac­ 
ture.

days. Today’s action caught 
parties by surprise. 
Vinson Gives Opinion 
Chief Justice Vinson 
delivered 
the opinion of the majority. 
Justices Murphy and Rutledge 
wrote dissenting opinions. 
Justice Frankfurter wrote a 
concurring opinion. Justices Black 
and Douglas each wrote an opinion 
in which they concurred in part 
and dissented in part. 
The court majority ruled that 
neither the Norris-LaGuardia Act 
nor the War Labor Disputes Act 
barred the government from ob­ 
taining the injunction which 
re­ 
sulted in the contempt 
proceed­ 
ings. 
I t was 
this 
injunction that 
Lewis and the miners union were 
accused of flouting. 
After the case had been 
ap­ 
pealed directly to the Supreme 
Court, Lewis suddenly ordered his 
miners back to work, on Decem­ 
ber 7. He said he 
wanted 
the 
Supreme Court freed of any pub­ 
lic hysteria in weighing the 
is­ 
sues. 
Guilty of Criminal, Civil 
Chief Justice 
Vinson 
in 
his 
opinion said that the trial court 
properly found the defendants in 
the Lewis case guilty of both 
criminal and civil contempt. 
The majority specified that in 
cutting the union s fine to $700,- 
000 it was doing so on this con­ 
dition: 
The union must pay 
an addi­ 
tional fine of $2,800,000 unless it 
shows within five days after the 
Supreme Court issues its mandate 
that it has fdlly complied 
with 
the lower court’s order. 
“The defendant union,” Chief 
Justice Vinson said, “can effect full 
compliance only by withdrawing 
unconditionally the notice given by 
it signed by John L. Lewis, to J. A. 
Krug, secretary of the interior, 
terminating the Krug-Lewis agree­ 
ment as of midnight, November 20, 
and by notifying at the same time, 
its members of such withdrawal.” 
*** 
“We well realize,” Vinson went 
on, “the serious proportions of the 
fines here imposed on the defend­ 
ant union. 
“But a majority feels that the 
course taken by the union carried 
with it such a serious threat to 
orderly constitutional government, 
and to the economic and social 
welfare of the nation, that a fine 
of substantial size is required in 
order to emphasize the gravity of 
the offense of which the union was 
found guilty. 
Was Aggressive Leader 
'The defendant Lewis, it is true, 
was the aggressive leader in the 
studied and deliberate non-com­ 
pliance with the order of the Dis­ 
trict Court; but as the record 
shows, he stated in open court 
prior to imposition of the fines 
that ‘The representatives of the 
United Mine Workers determined 
that the so-called Krug-Lewis 
agreement was breached’, and that 
it was the union’s ‘representatives’ 
who 'notified the secretary of the 
interior that the contract was 
terminated as of November 20.’ 
And certainly it was the members 
of the defendant union who execu­ 
ted the nationwide strike. Loyalty 
in responding to the orders of their 
leaders may, in some minds, mini­ 
mize the gravity of the miners’ 
conduct; but we can not ignore 
the effect of their action upon the 
rights of other citizens, or the ef­ 
fect of their action upon our sys­ 
tem of government.” 
The chief justice asserted that 
“the gains, social ahd economic, 
which 
the 
miners 
and 
other 
citizens have realized in the past 
are ultimately due to the fact 
they énjoy the rights of free men 
under our system of government.” 
'Upon the maintenace of that 
system,” Vinson added, “depends 
all future progess to which they 
must justly aspire. In our complex 
society there i$ a great variety of 
limited loyalties, but 
the 
over­ 
riding loyalty of All 
is to 
our 
country and to the institutions 
under which a particular interest 
may be pursued.” 
“We are aware,” the chief jus­ 
tice said, “that 
the 
defendants 
may have sincerely believed that 
the restraining order was ineffec­ 
tive and would finally be vacated. 
However, 
the government 
had 
sought a declaration of its 
con­ 
tractual rights under the Krug- 
Lewis agreement, effective since 
May, 1946, 
and 
solemnly 
sub­ 
scribed by the government and 
defendant union.

to our course. We must not so 
through the 'thirties again." 


Calla It 'Settled Policy' 


He said reduction of trade bar- 
riers is a "settled policy" of this 
government, one of the "corner- 
stones of our plans for peace," and 
"a policy from which we cannot 
and must not—turn aside." 


"To those among us—and there 
are still a few—who would seek 
to undermine this policy for par- 
tisan advantage and go back to 
th.e period of high tariffs and econ- 
omic isolation," he continued, "I 
can say only this: 


"Take care! Times have changed. 
Our position in the world has 
changed) The slogans of 1930 or 
of 1896 are sadly out of date. 
Isolationism, after two world wars, 
is a confession of mental and 
moral bankruptcy." 


As for bi-partisan cooperation, 
he said: 


"Happily, our foreign economic 
policy does not now rest upon a 
base of narrow partisanship. Lead- 
ers in both parties have expressed 
their fatith in its essential pur- 
poses. Here, as elsewhere in our 
foreign relations I shall welcome 
a continuation of bi-partisan sup- 
port. 


"Our people are united. They 


have come to a realization of their 
responsibilities. They are ready to 
assume their role of leadership. 
They are determined upon an in- 
ternational order in which p»eace 
and freedom shall endure." 


Mr. Truman said the pattern 


of international trade most con- 
ductive to freedom of enterprise • 


Is one in which the major decisions 
are made not by governments but 
by "private buyers and sellers, 
under conditions of active com- 
petition, and with proper safe- 
guards against the establishment 
of monopolies and cartels."

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USES ANGLE RUN: A reader 
of this column w rites: "I find it 
difficult to run in a straight line, 
as you advise. I am a beginner, 
and I w ant to get 
started

rectly, but I somehow weave 
to 
the right in stride. It feels n atu ­ 
ral, though, and in doing 
it 
I 
m anage to get 
good 
direction. 
W hat do you suggest?” 
The answ er is th at no change 
is necessary. Adopt the style th at 
is natural. There is no 
accepted 
pattern th a t m ust be adhered to 
to become successful. Observing a 
field of stars in action will prove 
em phatically th at no two bowlers 
look exactly alike; some work out 
of a crouch, some stand upright, 
some follow a straight line, some 
veer to the right, and others ‘to 
the left. 
The Im portant thing, above all 
else, is to finish a t an ID EN TI­ 
CAL SPOT a t the foul line each 
time. 
An outstanding example of a 
"left to right angle run” is Ed 
Easter, the 63 year old Madison, 
Wis. sta r who won the recent 
Devito sweepstakes in Chicago, 
taking a $3,100 
price. 
E aster’s 
style is individualistic. Odd in its 
way, but effective. He stands 
to 
the left of center (see illustration) 
and holds the ball 
a t 
approxi­ 
m ately knee height, well out ahead 
of his body, and in the PALM of 
the left hand. He uses four steps, 
angling to the 
RIGHT 
immedi­ 
ately, so th at he finishes 
about a 
foot in from the gu tter 
and de­ 
livers the ball four to five inches 
in, enabling 
him 
to 
drive 
it 
sharply tow ard the 
1-3 
strike 
pocket.

Chicago, March 6 <1P>—A 
new 


germ-killing 
chemical 
agent 


called bacitracin, developed after 
nearly four years of research, was 
reported today to have been used 
successfully in treatment of in- 
fections and so powerful that out 
of LOO patients on whom it 
was 


tried 62 were saved from 
:sur- 
gery. 


Among the infections success- 


fully treated by bacitj-acin, said 
the physicians who developed the 
antibiotic,- were boils, carbuncles, 
sties and ulcers. 
They reported 


results were "so speedy they sur- 
prised both the patient and the 
physician. Use of the germ-killer 


either obviated surgery or speed- 
ed recovery after surgery, they 
said. 
Bacitracin, now made up in oint- 


ment form that melts at 
body 


temperature, was reported in an 
article of 
the 
journal 
of 
the 


American Medical Association as 
being effective against many of 
the same organisms as penicillin. 
But 30 organisms were resistant 
to penicillin and 
responded 
to 


bacitracin, while six were resis- 
tant to bacitracin and susceptible

When the late Sidney Howard 
wrote “Yellow Jack” several years 
ago, it was the beginning of a long 
series of works about science. The 
motion pictures, especially, "had a 
wave of stories ‘about scientists 
triumphing 
over 
nature. 
Al­ 
though it now seems late, “Yel­ 
low Jack” retains its quality of 
exciting and 
interesting 
drama. 
The American Repertory Theatre 
has given it a good production 
with an excellent cast. 
“Yellow Jack” tells the story of 
W alter Reed’s fight-against yellow 
fever. 
When we look at the re­ 
sults of 
science, 
it 
frequently 
seems incredible that it took much 
brains and work to discover the 
underlying principle. Things look 
simple from 
the 
outside, 
but 
Sidney Howard show's how pre­ 
judice, human vanity, and petty 
jealousies kept back the truth for 
a long time. 
It is not the actual battle with 
the 
mosquito, 
however, 
which 
makes “Yellow 
Jack” 
a worth­ 
while play. 
More important is 
the portrayal of the people. They 
may not be historically accurate, 
but they live on the stage. Much 
of the credit is due to the fine per­ 
formances throughout the cast. 
Alfred Ryder, as the idealistic and 
impetuous young Dr. Lazear, is 
particularly effective. 
The four 
soldiers who w'ere the first volun­ 
teers to be bitten are played with 
great humor and warmth. 
The 
sets are simple and the produc­ 
tion as a whole is free from the 
over-elaborateness so common in 
the theatre.

that it hns fdlly corrip led with 
the lower court's order. 


"The defendanl 
unio i," Chief 
Justice Vinson said, "can effect full 
compliance only by wi hdrawing 
unconditionally tho nolle • given by 
it signed by John L. Lew s, to J. A. 
Krug, secretary of the interior, 
terminating the Krug-Le-vis agree- 
ment as of midnight, Nov jmber 20, 
and by notifying at the s ime time, 
its members of such wit idrawal." 


"We well realize," Virson went 


on, "the serious proporti< ns of the 
fines here imposed on th > defend- 
ant union. 


'But a majority !ecls that the 
course taken by the union carried 
with it such a serious hreat to 
orderly constitutional go\ ernment, 
and to the economic a id social 
welfare of the nation, trat a fine 
of substantial size is re |uired in 
order to emphasize the gravity of 
the offense of which the i nion was 
found guilty.

"The defendant Lewis, t is true, i 
was the aggressive lead* r in the 
studied and deliberate 
ion-corn-1 
pliance with the older of the Dis- 
trict Court; but as th" record 
shows, he stated in op. n court 
prior to imposition of ihe fines 
that 'The representative of the 
United Mine Workers de crmmed 
that 
the so-called 'Kr ig-Lewis 


agreement was breached', and that 
it was the union's 'reprost ntatrveb' 
who 'notified the secretai y of the 
Interior that the contr ict was 
terminated as of Noven ber 20.' 
And certainly it was the members 
of the defendant union whD execu- 
ted the nationwide* strike. Loyalty 
in responding to the orders of their 
leaders may, in some mini Is, mini- 
mize the gravity of the miners' 
conduct; but we can no ignore 
the effect of their action \ pan the 
rights of other citizens, 01 the ef- 
fect of their action upon >ur sys- 
tem of government." 


The chief justice assened that 
"the gains, social and 
e< onomic,
